Msgr. Joe Topping 
will retire this July

SAN DIEGO — Msgr. Joseph Topping has been a 
priest for 35 years and director of the diocesan St. Vincent 
de Paul Center for the last 16. He will retire July 1 on his 
doctor’s orders, and it was his health which originally 
brought him to San Diego soon after his ordination. 


Born in Durham, England, Msgr. Topping was 
ordained for the Diocese of Liverpool. “‘I came to 
Southern California for reasons of health, and Bishop 
Buddy asked me if I wanted to stay. I wrote my own 
bishop for permission, and here I am,’’ said Msgr. 


AFTER SERVING at a number of parishes, including 
St. Charles, St. Didacus, The Immaculata and Our 
Mother of Confidence, Msgr. Topping was assigned to 
the old St. Vincent de Paul Center, which along with its 
Our Lady of the Wayside Chapel, was located at Fourth 
and Market in downtown San Diego. 


‘Downtown redevelopment forced the center to move, 
and today Msgr. oversees an operation with more than 30 
employees with a thrift store at 16th and Market and a 
warehouse at 16th and Commercial. There the center’s 
trucks bring discarded clothes, furniture and other items 
for reconditioning and re-sale at very low prices to the 
poor. 

‘‘This is great work because we get to help so many 
people,’’ said Msgr. Topping. ‘‘We don’t get grants from 
anyone, we do it all on donations. We’ve even been able 
to help substantially the programs of Catholic 
Community Services.”’ 


ST. VINCENT de Paul has been synonymous with 
charity ever since its inception in Paris 150 years ago, 
although the thrift store operation and its low prices — a. 
‘suit or dress can be purchased for under $3 — is probably 
the most familiar of its activities. But as Msgr. points out, 
‘*As far as I know we’re the only ones expected to give out 
furniture and clothing, and we do.”’ 


In his years at the St. Vincent de Paul Center, Msgr. 
Topping has touched the lives of many people, both 
directly and indirectly, through his cooperation with other 
agencies, such as Catholic Community Services and the 
Catholic Workers, just to name two. 


“St. Vincent de Paul has given us the additional 
support to provide essential programs, and we have 
targeted their funds primarily for emergency and other 
direct care needs,’’ said Father Douglas Regin, executive 


director of CCS.

Card. Cody: ‘I have forgiven my enemies’

CHICAGO — “‘I wish to let everyone know that I 
have forgiven my enemies. I yield up resentment, forgo 
rage and anger, and will not seek retributive justice or 
gross vengeance.”’ 


Cardinal John Cody of Chicago wrote these words 
while in the hospital last January. He died of cardiac 
arrest April 25, the embattled leader of the nation’s 
largest archdiocese. The target of news stories in the past 


year that alleged he had misused Church funds, the 


cardinal was as large in death as he was in life: 


‘*1 CAN TURN ASIDE from the personal abuse, 
the plotting, the media maneuvering and even the 
incomplete truths,’’ he wrote. ‘“‘But God will not so 
forgive...He stands before my former enemies insisting 
forever with good will that they change. If they change, it 
will be because God has given something to them that 
they do not have — a gift, a grace — to renew themselves 
by turning from a delusion toward a truth.”’ 


Pope John Paul II gave ‘‘thanks for the many graces 
the Lord bestowed on His people through Cardinal 
Cody’s many years of episcopal ministry.’’ Cardinal 
William Baum, prefect of the Vatican’s Congregation for 
Catholic Education, praised the Chicago archbishop for 
his strong belief ‘‘that the Church has an irreplaceable 
mission to educate, and he was a champion of Catholic 
schools at every level.’’ 


Whether in St. Louis, New Orleans or Chicago in his 
role as auxiliary bishop, bishop and archbishop, Cardinal 
Cody reorganized the diocesan schools, was firmly 
opposed to any form of racial segregation, and devoted

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resources to inner-city schools. His strongest support in 
Chicago after newspaper stories alleged financial 
wrongdoing on his part — some-say at the instigation of 
the renegade Father Andrew Greeley — came from 
Chicago’s black parishes. 


JOHN PATRICK 
CODY was born in St. 
Louis the day _ before 
Christmas, 1907, of parents 
who emigrated from 
Ireland. At the age of 17 he 
was sent to the North 
American College in Rome, 
and had earned doctorates in 
theology and_ philosophy, 
and one in canon law. 


He was a big man — 225 
pounds, almost six feet tall 
— and his last few years 
were marked by difficulties Cardinal Cody 
with some of his priests, who even forwarded a complaint 
against him to Pope John Paul II. 


Under Cardinal Cody, the archdiocese channeled the 
financial resources of the wealthier parishes into the black 
community. In 1965 he pleaded with civil rights leaders to 
halt the open-housing marches which resulted in jeering, 
violent mobs in white neighborhoods, and while Fejocting 
the plea, an aide to Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. said, ‘‘we 
recognize him as a friend of the civil rights movement.”

OCEANSIDE — The support of the 
Church is never needed more than when 
a person is going through marital 
problems. Mrs. Anajean Hauber, a 
parishioner at St. James Church in 
Solana Beach, found this out when her 
own marriage ended in divorce. 


The trauma was compounded because 
at the time she could find nothing in the 
way of an official program within the 
Church to support her during the painful 
transition period to a ‘‘formerly 
married.”’ 


ADDING TO THE dilemma is the 
belief many Catholics have that a divorce 
automatically separates one from the 
Church, she said, although she was 


fortunate for the support she received 
from Msgr. William Spain, St. James’ 
pastor, she added. 

“Some people were surprised I was 
‘still’? a eucharistic minister,’’ she noted. 
“‘And they were even more surprised 
when they learned that Msgr. Spain 
-allowed me to continue as a eucharistic 
minister after the separation.”’ 


But the problems facing divorced, 
widowed and separated Catholics. still 
remained, and Mrs. Hauber went on a 
marriage encounter-type of weekend 
designed for people just like herself, and is 
now part of a six-person team which will 
be presenting the second such weekend at

‘Cream-of-the-crop’ parishes 
depend on care and prayer 


CINCINNATI (NC) — Good parishes 
don’t just happen. They’re made. And 
not in heaven, either, according to 
speakers at the Diocese in Service to 
Parish Renewal Conference in 
Cincinnati. 


“Cream of the crop’’ parishes are 
made by people who have carefully and 
prayerfully reflected on just what a parish 
should be, Bishop Albert H. Ottenweller 
of Steubenville, Ohio told representatives 
from 17 eastern and central dioceses. 


BISHOP OTTENWELLER and 
Father Raymond Kemp, secretary of 
parish life and worship for the 
Washington Archdiocese, said vibrant 
parishes are fashioned by people who 
share a commitment to good liturgy and 
preaching; who see the need to address 
the practical needs of members through 
diversified ministries; who can inspire 
others to become involved in the many 
things happening there; who know how to 
create a welcoming, hospitable 
community and who devote attention to 
training for parish ministry. 

Father James H. Provost, executive 
coordinator of the Canon Law Society of 
America, said ‘‘the future of the parish, 
of the Catholic Church in this country, is 
in our hands.’’ 


He urged them to “‘care about’’ what’s 
happening in parishes and cautioned his 
audience of diocesan office represen- 
tatives against inundating parishes with 
so many programs and projects they 
begin to feel ‘‘like a Safeway 
(supermarket) store’’ trying to cope with 
“‘this week’s special.’’ 


FATHER PROVOST said, ‘‘The 
survival and vitality of the Catholic 
presence is at stake, nothing less than 
that.”’ 


Turning to the Revised Code of Canon 
Law, which has not yet been 
promulgated, Father Provost urged his 
listeners to be open to the creative pos- 
sibilities the code offers in- bringing a 
renewed sense of church “‘into the guts of 
our parish life. 


““We won’t know what the Spirit is 
doing in the Church now for another 50 
or 60 years,’’ he said, but Catholics 
already know it is not being done ‘‘in 
isolation, in some vague way. The spirit is 


doing it with human hands.”’ 


FATHER PHILIP Murnion, director 
of the Parish Project for the U.S. bishops 
and coordinator of the conference, said he 
hoped the participants would find 
renewed energy and clear possibilities 
about what they might do in their dioceses 
to make renewal happen. 


He said in his travels he has seen ‘‘lots 
of problem parishes,’’ but there are also 
parishes where ‘‘fantastic things’’ are 
happening. 

“If there is one thing that makes a 
difference,’ he said, ‘‘it is the pastor.”’ 
Noting that the pastor needs to know his 
strengths and weaknesses, Father 
Murnion emphasized that the pastor is 
not alone. 


‘“‘OTHER PEOPLE (in the parish or 
on the pastoral team itself) can make up 
for the weaknesses,”’ he said, by serving 
as resources.

Political advertising 

With the June 8 primary election only a few weeks away, 
this is an appropriate time to restate the position of Southern 
Cross on political campaign advertising. 


Southern (ros will continue its policy of accepting 
advertising from all political candidates because we believe 
our readers deserve the opportunity to hear from any 
candidate who believes it is important enough to spend the 
money to address them. 

In years past, diocesan newspapers routinely rejected 
advertising from candidates or organizations that 
advocated or tolerated policies contrary to Catholic 
teaching. - 

A 1978 Internal Revenue Service ruling on voter 
education guidlines provides — among other things — that 
while a newspaper published by a non-profit, tax-exempt 
organization (such as the Diocese of San Diego) does not 
have to accept any political advertising, if it accepts an ad 
from one candidate, it must accept ads from any 
candidates. 


To do otherwise, the IRS reasons, would be favoring one 
candidate over another. And that, asserts the IRS, would 
be not voter education but intervention in a political 
campaign, which is prohibited under the federal agency’s 
rule for non-profit, tax-exempt publications. 


Newspapers might not agree with the IRS on this point, 
but they challenge the ruling at their own peril. 

The transition of many diocesan newspapers from the 
pre-Vatican II standard to the concept espoused by Southern 


Cross, of being a forum, a meeting place for the exchange of 


views, in addition to telling the news of the Church on 
every level, has been traumatic for many readers and for 
some editors and publishers. Limiting the publication of 


“news and ideas to the safe, the acceptable, is an ever- 


present temptation dangling in the face of an editor. But we 
believe to do such would be a disservice to our readers and 
to our Church. 


It is no secret that the heart of the controversy which 
comes up during every election is advertising for pro- 
abortion candidates and causes. 


Nevertheless, Southern Cross will continue its policy of 
accepting advertising from all candidates for the reasons we 
have outlined — not just because the economic realities 
require us to hustle the political advertising dollar. 


Making a prudent political judgment on candidates or 
issues is a complex, multifaceted struggle, and one each 
voter must grapple with individually. 


Southern Cross will continue to provide pertinent 
information that might be helpful in making these 
decisions, but traditionally, the newspaper does not 
presume to advise its readers how to vote. 


Our readers should bear in mind that the acceptance of 
political advertising for a candidate (or for anything, for 
that matter) in Southern Cross does not constitute an 
endorsement. 

The acceptance of political advertising in Southern Cross 
simply means that the candidates have paid their money for 
the opportunity to educate or to try to bamboozle you. 

We are confident that you — our readers — will have 
little difficulty in discerning the difference.

Speaks 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — ‘‘A vocation is a call to life, to 
receive it and to give it,’” Pope John Paul II said in his message 
for the 19th World Day of Prayer for Vocations, Sunday, May 2. 


Jesus has revealed the essence of the Christian vocation, which 
is ‘‘being called to offer one’s life so that others may have life and 
have it abundantly,”’ the pope said. ‘‘This is what must be done 
by every man or woman who is called to follow Christ in total 
self-giving.”’ 


In his remarks cited in the Gospel for May 2, the Fourth 
Sunday of Easter, (Jn. 10:11-18), Jesus spoke of life, John Paul 
pointed out. The pontiff defined this life as ‘‘that life which was 
made manifest and possessed by Jesus Himself, the life that 
continues to be offered through the Holy Spirit, the life that 
““comes as a gift’’ through baptism. 


Carrying on the mission instituted by Christ, ‘“The Church is 
born to live and to give life,’’ the pope added. ‘‘In order to live 
and give life, the Church receives from her lord every gift, 
through the Holy Spirit. The word of God is for giving life, the 
sacraments are for giving life, the ordained ministries of the 
episcopate, priesthood and diaconate are for giving life, the gifts 
or charisms of consecration — religious, secular or missionary — 
are for giving life,’’ he said. 


But, ‘‘the gift that excels above all, by virtue of holy orders; is 
the ministerial priesthood, which shares in the one priesthood of 
Christ, who offered Himself on the cross and continues to offer 
Himself in the Eucharist for the life and salvation of the world,”’ 
Pope John Paul said. ‘‘Every priestly vocation must be 
understood, accepted and lived as an intimate sharing in this 
mystery of love, life and fruitfulness..”’ 


‘“And with sincere confidence I invite all believing families to 
reflect upon the mission they have received from God for the 
education of their children in the faith and in Christian living,’’ 
he said.

Time and change 


Jubilees are special occasions for celebration. This weekend a 
special Mass of Jubilee will be offered by Bishop Maher in 
recognition of the Sisters who are observing this year as a Jubilee 
Year. 


Fifty years — even 25 years — ago the life of a Sister seemed 
quite different from what it is today. It was rare to see Sisters in 
public. All Religious were more or less cloistered — that is, they 
remained inside their convents and were expected to avoid 
contact with the outside ‘“‘world’’ as much as possible.

I suppose we should be grateful that in our time we are 
still capable of being profoundly shocked by human 
callousness towards our offspring. Even as we grow used 
— God help us — to the knowledge that every day or 
week hundreds or thousands of children in embryo are 
being destroyed by their parents, the news that at least 
one pair of parents chose to starve their handicapped 
infant to death can make us gasp in horror. 


There were, of course, all the familiar arguments about 
the degree and quality of life, but at least there was no 
argument that life did exist and was ‘‘allowed’”’ to die of 
starvation. That is rather like saying that Jews were 
“‘allowed’’ to die of asphyxiation in the gas chambers. 


WITHHOLDING sustenance from a human being 
who is incapable of fending for himself is not the same as 
allowing a person to die of natural causes in acceptance of 
God’s will; it is as deliberate an act of destruction as to put 
a bullet through the head — and more agonizing and 
protracted. 


_ Having just come through Lent and Easter, do we need 
another reminder of how we have forsaken God even in 
this most elementary of human responses, the care of our 
young? If we continue to make — or condone — decisions

affecting other human lives from a viewpoint that is self- 
protective and self-serving, what is to become of our 
world, our families, ourselves? 


There is, of course, more to motherhood than the mere 
physical act of giving birth; nor is mothering a purely 
female prerogative. The essence of motherhood must 
always echo the essence of God and reflect His tender 
love, His constant care and nourishment, His 
understanding and forgiveness, and above all, His 
acceptance. : 


REAL MOTHERING pivots on other-centered love 
and as complete a self-giving as we are capable of, and 
basic to all that is acceptance. We are usually very 
cavalier in the way we establish standards and norms 
which regulate our acceptance of others as worthy or not. 
But we are all handicapped before God, all living limited 
if not downright unproductive lives in his sight. Where 
would we be if He judged with our standards? What hope 
would there be for us if He denied us life with Him 
because of our crippled, retarded state? 


Why do so many of us live mean and cowardly lives, 


Would a mother forget her child? 


making fearful and self-pampering choices, constantly 
protecting ourselves against the possible demands others 
may make upon us? Has our world become so threatening 
and our sense of security so undermined that we can no 
longer afford to risk commitment and service to ensure 
the well-being of those for whom we are meant to assume 
responsiblity? 


Is our concern with the ‘‘quality’”’ of life — the 
standard by which we can make God-like decisions on 
whether or not to terminate life — a defensive reaction 
against our fear of hardship and long-term dedication, of 
self-forgetfulness? The God-like mothering to which men 
and women are called, and Christians most especially, 
leaves little room for fear and self-interest, and, indeed, in 
time little need or inclination for it. 


ALL LIFE IS of immense value and to be 
cherished. If it were not so then God would not have 
granted the gift of life. Whether or not we can see or 
accept its value, we still have the obligation to nurture and 
sustain it and to be appalled and outraged when human 
life, at least, is discarded and tossed aside. 


Over-connectedness 


Family counselling where the troubled patient is 
counselled along with the other members of the family, 
who may or may not be contributing to the causes of the 
stress, is in vogue. A friend has sent a paper, ‘‘Incest in 
the Organizational Family: the Unspoken Issue in Staff 


and Program Burn-Out.’’ Since this is a family 
newspaper, let’s explain the word ‘‘incest’’ is used to 
signify ‘‘over-connectedness’’ — that is, business 


relationships which move beyond professional, the kind 
which create demands and expectations that are far in 
excess of what are normal in an organization. 


The first such over-connected relationship is of a 
professional kind. The author notes these characteristics: 
there is little or no professional contact from outside; the 
organization staff all appear to be, think, act alike; new 
members are recruited only if they are similar in age, 
background, values and lifestyle. Very important are the 
ideas or values that motivate the group and keep it going. 


Those who do not support these values are seen_as_ 


disloyal, “‘not one of us,’’ etc. The organization remains 
insulated. 


HE SUGGESTS certain similarities to church 
organizations: the officers of a religious order, the council 
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(parish, religious orders, etc.), the chancery staff, parish 
organization teams, and the like. ‘hey too may have 
over-connectedness problems. 


There is a new pamphlet published by the Bishops’ 
Committee on Priestly Life and Ministry, The Priest and 
Stress. Contributing to stress in the ministry, the authors 
say, are the too great expectations and demands on 
priests. ‘“‘The lives of many priests today are 
characterized by constant deadlines. The diocesan 
chancery and other central bureaus, agencies, 
commissions, and councils add to this pressure by 
continually demanding the priest’s attention for new 
procedures, programs, and policies. Consequently a 


‘priest shifts roles: from spiritual and pastoral leader to 


property and program manager.’’ 


The trouble has been that some church people continue 


_to regard the role of the priest as sacral; he is God’s special 


one; he has been anointed and chosen. So it follows, they 
say, that he can rise above and beyond the limits of 
others. Since he works for God, God will give him super- 
human strength to do his work. That false notion of 
“‘grace,’’ God’s help, does not help. (That same image 
can be extended to dedicated Religious women and men.) 
The psychologists and sociologists are saying, ‘‘No, they 
are humans, and they are subject to the same dynamics 
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and pressures in groups as any others.”’ 


CAN THESE notiors explain in part some of the 
present ferment in the Church? When Religious men and 
women went off to secular colleges (and even nowadays 
some Catholic colleges), they came back with new ideas, 
non-organization ideas. They questioned some of the 
alleged values and organizational programs. When they 
were challenged as being disloyal, these persons were 
thrust into conflict situations. 


Some of the present pressures on church organizational 
structure are also coming from the laity who have shared 
these. new views. They challenge the organizational 
doctrines (we do not mean dogmas). When the Priest or 
Religious is caught between the two pressures, the result 
is confusion, resentment, defeatism. 


Perhaps it’s time that we seriously examine some of the 
over-connectedness in church organizational practices. If 
we remember, Jesus challenged the program and ideology 
of the ruling organizations of His day. This was the 
reason they crucified him outside the city, outside the 
organization. It would be a shame if the people in the 
Church He founded were not always open to new ways, 
new ideas, new thinking. In fact it might lead to the 
renewal of both persons and organization. 
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Latin America: 


Missionary efforts 
get mixed reception 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The U.S. Catholic Mission 
Association has completed a seven-nation survey as part 
of a commemoration of the 25th anniversary of Fide: 
Donum, (Gift of Faith) an encyclical by Pope Pius XII. 


The association is sponsored by the Leadership 
Conference of Women Religious, which has 700 groups, 
and by the Conference of Major Superiors of Men, which 
represents another 200. Both have 6,324 missionaries 
abroad, half in Latin America. 


THE ENCYCLICAL was issued April 21, 1957 by 
Pope Pius XII. It is considered a call for the whole 
Church to missionary efforts. It marked an increase in the 
number of Religious and lay missionary workers in 
developing nations. 

The survey of Brazil; Colombia, Costa Rica, 
Honduras, Nicaragua, El Salvador and Guatemala was 
conducted by Consolata Father Anthony Bellagamba, the 
association’s executive secretary, and his assistant, Notre 
Dame Sister Ann Gormly. They visited the area during 
December and January. 


Highlights of the report are: 


© In Brazil the major cause of conflict between the 
Church and the government is the unjust distribution of 
land, mostly in the hands of the rich and the multinational 
corporations. Settlers lack title to the parcels they occupy, 
and rural unemployment forces peasants to the cities to 
live in ‘‘favelas, which are a disgrace to any country.”’ 
Church programs for the landless and the slum dwellers 
have led to the imprisonment or deportation of many 
missionaries. The bishops consider U.S. missionaries 
‘‘dedicated, committed and identified with the people, 
some sharing life in poor neighborhoods.’’ 


¢ In Colombia, burdened with leftist insurgency and 
the ensuing military repression, most missionaries stress 
pastoral work based on the sacraments rather than 
undertaking social action, because of the conservative 
stance of the hierarchy and because they are outnumbered 
by the local conservative clergy. Yet the grassroots 
Christian communities are ‘‘building a new church of the 
people.”

America because of the overflow of persons displaced by 
violence. ‘‘The church is traditional but active, vocations 
abound.’’ Missionaries pointed to what they call 
‘proliferation of aggressive evangelical sects,’’ not the 
ecumenical-minded ones. 


e The main challenge for missionaries in Nicaragua 
is coping with a ‘‘divided church,’’ with the bishops, 
particularly Archbishop Miguel Obando Bravo of 
Managua, being critical of the Sandinista leadership but 
most of the clergy, especially the Religious, favoring the 
revolution for its benefits to the poor in literacy, health, 


jobs and to some extent food and housing. U.S.. 


missionaries are very popular in spite of anti-U.S. 
” 


government feelings among the “‘barrios’’ or 
neighborhoods. 


e¢ In Honduras missionaries are heavily involved in 
relief and pastoral work among Salvadoran refugees and 
others, who are often harassed by Honduran troops and 
by paramilitary squads and soldiers from El Salvador. 
Frictions with the government have increased as church 
workers criticized relocation of displaced persons to 
inhospitable camps in Mesa Grande, some 40 miles 
inland from the border. ‘‘Delegates of the Word’’ or lay 
helpers are credited with keeping the Church alive in the 
area. 


¢ U.S. missionaries in El Salvador run not only 
parishes but also refugee centers ready to cope with an 
armed conflict. They gather food supplies, provide 
health, education and housing and care for orphans, and 
besides holding religious services, train people in 
community leadership and self-support. The local Church 
is divided by the local conflict in which 70 percent of the 
fighters are professed Catholics, and hardly a family in 
the countryside has not had a death. ‘‘Some bishops bless 
(armored) helicopters, others are critical of the junta as 
well as of the guerrillas.’ The few remaining clergy — 
Jesuits, for instance, went from 52 to 30 in a few years — 
live under pressure of work and conflict. 


¢ Guatemala under the Lucas junta ousted at the end 
of March offered the worst conditions for the Church, 
‘judging from the prevailing fear and from the (army) 
surveillance of missionaries.’’ The junta leaders publicly 
said they could not guarantee the life of Church workers, 
and hundreds were killed as ‘‘they became open season”’ 
for death squads and soldiers. Guatemala has been ridden 
by violence for almost two decades. Close to 180 priests 
and nuns were expelled. 


Ex-paratrooper Miami's first black priest

MIAMI (NC) In the presence of hundreds of fellow 
Cubans who clapped their approval and later clamored 
for his blessing, Sergio Carrillo, a former paratrooper and 
political prisoner, became a priest, the first black ordained 
for the Archdiocese of Miami. 


Father Carrillo, 48, is a veteran of the Bay of Pigs 
invasion of Cuba who spent two years in a Cuban prison 
before coming to the United States in 1964. 


THE DATE of his ordination, April 17, coincided 
with the 21st anniversary of the ill-fated invasion where he 
served as paratrooper, medic and assistant to the 
chaplain. 


In the congregation were members of Brigade 2506 
who fought with Father Carrillo in Cuba, as well as his 
brother, who arrived on the 1980 Mariel boatlift and is 
the only member of his immediate family who lives in the 
United States. 


The priesthood was Father Carrillo’s dream for as long 
as he can remember. But politics and his desire to help his 
homeland interfered, and on April 17, 1961, he found 
himself back in Cuba after a brief exile fighting against 
the leader he had first supported, Fidel Castro. The 
invasion failed and he was captured. He languished in a 
Cuban jail until his release in the prisoner exchange 
program agreed to by President John F. Kennedy. 


‘““THE FATE becomes more alive, the ideal becomes 
firmer when you see injustices done to your own flesh, to 
the flesh of your friends, that gives you a deeper love of 
your country and strengthens your desire to work for the 
social justice teachings of the Church,’’ Father Carrillo 
said of his prison experience. He recalls as “‘terrible”’ 
however, his first experiences in the United States, when 


blatant racism was still very much a part of the fabric of 


Miami. 

With about 20 other friends from the invasion he lived 
in a house in southwest’ Miami, receiving no government 
aid and often going hungry. ‘‘It was dangerous to go out 
at night because by 6 p.m. blacks had to go to the other 
side (the northeast section), ’’ Father Carrillo said. 
During the day, ‘‘I couldn’t go out with my friends either 
(who were white Latins) because where they went I 
couldn’t go.”’ 


He tried to enter the seminary but was rejected because 
he could not speak English. Finally, discouraged also by 
the lack of economic opportunity in Miami, he traveled to

California, where he supported himself at odd jobs for 13 
years, always working for the church on his own time, 
leading parish youth groups and lending a hand to the 
Claretian Fathers in Los Angeles. He studied social work 
for two years in college before deciding in 1975 that he 
had learned English well enough and ‘“‘it would be better 
to work for God.”’ 


AFTER A YEAR at St. Mary’s Seminary in Kentucky 
(which subsequently closed) Father Carrillo entered the 


‘No recourse to violence,’ 
says Eucharistic congress

PANAMA CITY, Panama (NC) — Addressing the 
risk of war over the Falkland Islands and the political 
violence in Central America, 100 Latin American bishops 
said ‘‘Christians cannot have recourse to violence’’ to 
solve disputes among classes or nations. 

‘‘We pray to God through Mary that fratricidal 
struggles in the continent, particularly within the sister 
republics of Central America, be overcome and that peace 
founded upon justice to the poor be established,”’ said the 
bishops during a Eucharistic congress in Panama City. 


‘“‘WE ALSO PRAY that the grave dispute between 
Argentina and Great Britain be resolved through fair and 


- fruitful negotiations in order to ‘avoid the calamity of a 


war and its sequels of death, waste of resources and the 
danger of a wider war of unforseen consequences for 
world peace,’’ the bishops said. 


They issued the plea in a statement prepared during the 
Bolivarian Eucharistic Congress (April 11-18) held in 
Panama City. 


The name of the congress honored the common bond 
among six Latin American nations whose territories were 
liberated from Spanish rule in the 19th century by Simon 
Bolivar. Attending were bishops from the six countries: 
Bolivia, Colombia, Ecuador, Panama, Peru and 
Venezuela. 


Attending as guests were bishops from Canada and the 
United States, including Archbishop Edward A. 
McCarthy of Miami and Auxiliary Bishop John J. Nevins 
of Miami. 


THE BISHOPS’ STATEMENT pledged to foster! 
catechetical instruction on the Eucharist ‘‘as the source of 
forgiveness and brotherly love, and of peace inspired in 
justice,’ and to make religious celebrations ‘‘more 
relevant to the real conditions of society.”’ 

‘‘Christians must understand the close relationship 
between eucharistic communion and communion of 
temporal goods’’ to be shared with the underprivileged, 
the statement said. 


The statement was read at the closing ceremonies 


attended by 13,000 persons gathered at the Nuevo 


Panama Gymnasium along with a message by Cardinal 
Opilio Rossi, president of the Pontifical Council of the 
Laity, who came as the legate of Pope John Paul II. 


THIS EVENT, THE cardinal said, is a way of 
reinvigorating Latin Americans in the faith, enabling 
them to oppose political violence, attacks on human 
dignity, poverty, abortion and the possibility of war. 


The bishops’ statement said that Catholics must realize 
that the Mass ‘‘embodies rejection of violence and 
terrorism.” 


‘‘Commitment to the Gospel demands that we resolve 
all controversies and confrontations by recourse to 
dialogue in search of reconciliation, and by democratic 
consultation,’’ it added. 


“(ABOVE ALL, IT MEANS uprooting the causes of 
violence, such as hunger, economic, social and political 
inequities, immorality in public administration, 
pornography, drugs, and at the bottom line, the lack of 
faith in God and man,”’ the bishops said. 


When asked about Church reaction to conditions in 
Central America, Cardinal Rossi said Pope John Paul II 
has expressed solidarity with the calls for peace and 
reconciliation issued by the bishops of El Salvador and 
Guatemala. 


““And if the pope were here, he would pray for this 
intention to the mother of God, for people who suffer as 
they do in Poland and Latin America are more sensitive 
to her intercession,”’ he said. 


Miami Archdiocese’s St. Vincent de Paul Seminary in 
Boynton Beach. He has spent the last two years studying 
at the National Seminary of Christ Priest in Colombia, 
and the last six months as a deacon in a predominantly 
Cuban parish in Miami. 


‘‘I believe firmly, in accordance with the teachings of 
the Church and Pope John Paul II, that priests should not 
get involved in politics. But we should proclaim injustices 
and defend the right of the poor and the humble, even 
though this might cost us our lives,’’ Father Carrillo said. 
‘“As the leader of a community, the priest should prepare 
the people so that they themselves will be able to defend 
their religious, political and human rights.’’ In this, he 
said, he finds a common bond with Pope John Paul, who 
“tries to fight for nations and against injustices.” 


Father Carrillo stresses that as a priest he will have to 
put aside those old aspirations on the liberation of Cuba 
and ‘‘serve God, wherever I am called.”’

Priory here May 21-23. 

THE PROGRAM is called Beginning 
Experience, and is aimed at helping 
people ‘‘put a closure on the part of their 
lives that no longer exists — dealing with 
the loss of a spouse,’’ said Mrs. Hauber. 
“Its structure is very much like marriage 
encounter. There are presentations, time 
for reflection, and sharing a lot of deep 
feelings. But there is also great emphasis 
on dealing with forgiveness, and there is a 


reconciliation service as part of the 
weekend. 

Beginning Experience is part of the 
Church’s ministry to divorced and 
separated Catholics offered by the 
Department of Family Life of Catholic 
Community Services, said Father Francis 
Penko of CCS. Father Penko is being 
assisted by Deacon Walter Hardy, 
recently arrived from the Chicago 
archdiocese, who worked with the 
divorced and separated as part of his 
ministry back in the midwest. 


Deacon Hardy is a member of the 
Beginning Experience team which 
presented, the first such weekend in the 
diocese last fall; also giving the new 
program direction is Sister Peggy 
Ramsden of the San Bernardino diocesan 
marriage tribunal. 


*“‘A LOT CAN be accomplished in just 
one weekend. Some people can make real 
breakthroughs,’’ said Mrs. Hauber. 
“After the intial grief and anger, there is 
a period of denial. ‘We did all the right 
things, so why did our marriage fall 
apart?’ Yet there is life after divorce or a 
separation.”’ 


Scripture, she notes, ‘‘tells us it’s okay 


to be a widow. But divorce is a word the 
Church has to deal with, and with 
compassion, as it upholds the 
permanency of marriage.

Final Report: no agreeement reached yet

¢ ‘because one or another Catholic doctrine is only 
accepted in part by our Anglican brethren (for example, 
the primacy of the bishop of Rome), 


e ‘‘because certain formulations in the report are not 
explicit enough to insure that they exclude interpretations 
not in harmony with the Catholic faith (for example, that 
which concerns the Eucharist as sacrifice, the Real 
Presence, the nature of the priesthood); 


e ‘‘because certain affirmations in the report are 
inexact and not acceptable as Catholic doctrine (for 
example, the 1elationship between the primacy and the 
structure of the Church, and the doctrine of ‘reception’); 


e ‘‘finally because some important aspects of the 
teaching of the Catholic Church have either not been 
dealt with or have been only in an indirect way (for 
example, apostolic succession, the ‘regula fidei,’ moral 
teaching.)’’ 

The question of ‘‘reception’’ which. the congregation 
referred to was the issue of what role the reception of a 
teaching by the faithful plays in assuring or determining 
that it is authentic Christian teaching. It was an issue 
which both Catholic and Anglican theologians on the 
dialogue commission termed “‘inherently difficult.”’ 


The ‘‘regula fidei’’ (rule of faith) mentioned in the last 
point of the congregation’s summary referred to questions 
it raised at several points in the full critique concerning 
the role the theologians attributed to authoritative Church 
teaching in determining what it is that Christians must 
believe. 


IN ADDITION to criticisms aimed specifically at 
particular conclusions or formulations of ARCIC in the 
series of agreements which make up the Final Report, the 
doctrinal congregation added several issues which the 
theologians did not explicitly treat. 


Among these were the ordination of women in the 


Anglican Communion, the question of apostolic . 


succession in ordained ministry, and the question of 
moral teaching. 


On the ordination of women the congregation said, 
“The new canonical regulations which have recently been 
introduced on this point in some parts of the Anglican 
Communion...are formally opposed to the ‘common 
traditions’ of the two communions. Furthermore, the 
obstacle thus created is of a doctrinal character, since the 
question whether one can or cannot be ordained is linked 
to the nature of the sacrament of holy orders.”’ 


THE CONGREGATION said the question of 
apostolic succession ‘‘has been at the center of all 
ecumenical discussions and lies at the heart of the 
ecumenical problem.”’ 


Despite ARCIC’s assertion of consensus on this point, 
it said, ‘‘we may ask whether the text itself provides a 
sufficient analysis of the question.”’ It suggested that the 
topic be taken up again in future dialogue and treated in 
greater depth. 


It also suggested that the mandate for further dialogue 
include the topic of moral teaching. 


IT SAID THAT ARCIC ‘‘quite properly’’ focused on 
Eucharist, ministry and authority as topics of its dialogue, 
but added that “‘since the dialogue has. as its final 


objective the restoration of church unity, “it will. 


necessarily have to be extended to all the points which 
constitute an obstacle to the restoration of that unity. 
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Among these points it will be appropriate to give moral 
teaching an important place.”’ 


The congregation did not spell out areas of discussion, 
but they would likely include divorce and a number of 
areas of sexual and reproductive morality, where Catholic 
teaching is generally stricter than Anglican teaching. 


The congregation began its critique by questioning 
ARCIC’s assertion of “‘substantial agreement.’ It said 
that in English the word ‘‘substantial’’ can be taken to 
mean ‘“‘nothing more than ‘real’ or ‘genuine,’ ’’ but in 
other languages, particularly in those of Latin origin, and 
in its general use in Catholic theology, the word is taken 
to mean ‘‘a fundamental agreement about points which 
are truly essential.” 


THE RESULT, the doctrinal congregation warned, 
could be a mistaken notion that any remaining: 
disagreements concern secondary points which do not 
‘truly pertain to the faith.”’ Aang 


The congregation specifically said ARCIC’s Final 
Report failed to achieve the following: 


© To express the full Catholic belief on the nature of 
the Eucharist as a sacrifice; 


© On the Real Presence of Christ in the Eucharist, to 
indicate ‘‘adequately what the (Catholic) Church 
understands by ‘transubstantiation,’’’ and to answer 
possible objections to the so-called ‘Black Rubric’’ of the 
Anglican Book of Common Prayer, which forbids the 
adoration of the Eucharistic species; 


¢ On priestly ministry, to express clearly the 
dependence of the priesthood on the sacrificial nature of 
the Eucharist, to affirm adequately the divine institution 
of Holy Orders as a sacrament, and to deal with the 
obstacle of Anglican ordination of women; 

© To give sufficient weight to Catholic teaching on 
the primacy of Peter in the New Testament, or to 
interpret the Second Vatican Council accurately in its 


understanding of papal primacy and_ universal: 


jurisdiction; 

© To reflect adequately the Catholic Church’s belief 
in papal infallibility; 

¢ To express adequately or with sufficient clarity the 
role of general councils in the faith and life of the church, 


e To reach an agreement adequately reflecting 
Catholic belief in papal infallibility as existing truly and 
independently of the assent of the faithful. 


Substituting its own recommendation for the next 
“concrete step’’ to be taken, where the ARCIC report 
had recommended some form of limited but concrete 
institutional relationship, the doctrinal congregation 
called for continuation of the theological dialogue. 


‘‘ON THE NEXT concrete step to be taken,’’ the 
doctrinal congregation concluded, ‘‘the SCDF thinks that 
the results of its examination would recommend: 


© “that the dialogue be continued, since there are 
sufficient grounds for thinking its continuation will be 
fruitful, . 


e ‘that it be deepened in regard to the points 
already addressed where the results are not satisfactory; 


e ‘that it be extended to new themes, particularly 
those which are necessary with a view to the restoration of 
full church unity between the two communions.”’ 


Before the doctrinal congregation’s recommendation, it 


had been generally accepted that with the publication of 
the Final Report, ARCIC had completed its mandate and

‘‘WE ARE appreciative for all the efforts that Msgr. 
Topping has exercised on behalf of San Diego’s poor and

Many people have come to the center for assistance in 
emergency situations, Msgr. remembers, although in 16 
years only two have ever returned with a thank you. 
‘“‘People come to San Diego with the expectation of job 
opportunities and settling here, and when things don’t 
work out they are often stranded without funds or a way 
to get back. Last week we had a mother with six children 
living in a motel on El Cajon Boulevard. Their room rent 
was due or they were going to be evicted.” : 


In addition to individual requests for “help, the St. 
Vincent de Paul Center has also been paying the monthly 
rent for the Catholic Workers’ soup kitchen, now located 
in the old Salvation Army building downtown. 


BUT MSGR. has recently acquired additional land 
near the SVDP warehouse at 16th and Commercial, and 
work will begin on a dining room for the poor and a 
building where transients will be able to find a bed for the 
night. ‘‘Construction is up to my successor, thank God!”’ 
he quipped. 

As he looks back on 35 years of priesthood, Msgr.

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Five ‘Catholic’ plays ‘clutter’ N.Y. theater

NEW YORK (NC) — John R. Powers, author of the 
musical Do Black Patent Leather Shoes Really-Reflect Up? said 
he finds it ‘‘annoying’’ that the New York theater is 
already clutiered with five ‘‘Catholic’’ plays, including 
some very critical of the Church. 


The 35-year-old playwright said he is convinced that it 
is still possible to have a ‘‘basically positive”’ Catholic- 
oriented musical, with lots of laughs, with which anyone 
who went through the pains of growing up can identify. 


POWERS WENT TO Catholic schools and, he said in 
an interview prior to the opening of his musical in 
Broadway’s Alvin Theater May 14, that he came out of 
the system a booster of Catholic education, while another 
playwright, Christopher Durang, did not. He wrote Sister 
Mary Ignatius Explains It All for You which has been praised 
by the critics (in part because, ‘‘It has the sting of a 
revenge drama’’) and has been sharply attacked. 


Ignatius, an off-Broadway production, has angered the 
Archdiocese of New York and the Catholic League for 
Religious and Civil Rights because Durang and six other 
playwrights received funds partly from the New York 
State Council on the Arts. 

“The problem,’’ said Father Edwin O’Brien, 
archdiocesan communications officer, ‘‘is that there 
should be some accountability ‘for public monies,”’

although he said the idea of supporting the arts is excellent 
in principle. : 

THE IGNATIUS SHOW received public funding as 
part of a $50,000 award from the Playwright Horizons 
umbrella group. 

Powers’ show will be the sixth ‘‘Catholic’’ show in New 
York. Besides Ignatius the others are Bella Figura, by a 
Franciscan Brother about a Franciscan Brother struggling 
to uphold his vows of chastity; Agnes of God, about a nun 
whose child, born in a convent, is mysteriously murdered 
to avoid a scandal; Catholic School Girls, described by one 
critic as “‘pointless as it is puerile’” and Mass Appeal about 
a priest and a rebellious young seminary student. 


“<When I went to St. Christina’s Elementary School in 
Chicago,”’ Powers recalled, ‘‘we might have 82 students 
in a class. But I learned to read and we diagrammed 
sentences from the top of the ceiling to the bottom of the 
floor.’’ He grinned. ‘‘I bet we could invade Normiandy 
with those diagrams.”’ 

PATENT LEATHER SHOES already has a good 
record behind it. It played a year in Chicago, with 1,200 
performances at the Forum Theater and 10 months in a 
suburb of Detroit. Before going to New York it played 
five months in Philadelphia. 

‘“‘The most pleasing comment I’ve heard is that people 
have a good time when they see it. They come back and 
back again. The musical is really about growing up. It has 
songs such as How far is too far? and Does God love little fat 
girls?”? 

‘‘We all remember things that were embarrassing in 
school. We all had good teachers, but some were real 
stinkers. In my way of thinking, the good far outweighs 
the bad in Catholic schools. For a lot of Catholic kids, the 
nun was the roughest sergeant they ever had. But it was 
fun .’’ 

ONE NUN ONCE told him, ‘‘Mr. Powers, you’d 
better spend more time with your books and less with 
your smart mouth.”’ 


He believes that that was one of the few times that a 
nun was wrong. 


Vatican’s rescue efforts detailed in book 


NEW YORK (NC) — A new biography of Raoul 
Wallenberg, a wealthy Swede who helped save about 
100,000 Hungarian Jews from the Nazi Holocaust of 


- World War II, shows that the Vatican gave strong 


support to such efforts. 


The biography, Raoul Wallenberg: Swedish Angel of 
Rescue, was written by Harvey Rosenfeld, a former 
English teacher at the City University of New York and 
editor of a periodical devoted to the Holocaust, the Nazi 
campaign of genocide against the Jews. The book is to be 
published in May. 


IT CITES DOCUMENTS released in 1980, which 
detail the rescue efforts carried out by Archbishop Angelo 
Rotta, papal nuncio in Hungary during the war, with the 
approval of Pope Pius XII. 


Wallenberg, a member of one of Sweden’s most 
influential and wealthiest families, volunteered in 1944 to 
go to Hungary to try to save the remaining Hungarian 
Jews from German dictator Adolf Hitler’s “‘final 
solution,’’ the extermination program set in motion by 
Hitler’s henchman, Adolf Eichmann. 


Equipped with Swedish diplomatic accreditation, 
Wallenberg devised a Swedish passport that protected its 
holders, intimidated and bribed German officials and 
Hungarian Fascist leaders, personally took people off 
trains going to the death camp at Auschwitz, and 
frustrated a plot by German Storm Troopers to blow up 
the Jewish ghetto. 


ARCHBISHOP ROTTA, who had been nuncio in 
Budapest since 1930, aided Wallenberg in: his rescue 
mission, the new book says. The archbishop’s report to 
the Vatican in the spring of 1944 ‘‘on the gravity of the 
situation’’ led to an open telegram on June 25 from the 
pope asking Nicholas Horthy, the Hungarian regent, ‘‘to 
save many unfortunate people from further pain and 
sorrow.’’ Deportations were officially halted on July 7. 


Archbishop Rotta carried out the decision to drop the 
requirement that Jews be baptized before being rescued. 
With the implicit consent of the Vatican, the archbishop, 
like Wallenberg, issued protective passes, more than 
13,000 of them. The protected Jews were housed in 
Church-owned buildings. 


Tibor Baranski, secretary to the nuncio and executive 
director of the Jewish Protection League, administered 
the nunciature’s rescue program on a daily basis. Seized 
by the Russians on Dec. 30, 1944, Baranski spent more 
than four years in Hungarian prisons. Now a resident of 
Snyder, N.Y., he was honored as a Righteous Gentile by 
the Israeli Yad Vashem Remembrance Authority for his 
work. in saving Jewish lives. 

THE GERMANS AND Hungarians accepted the 


principle that a ‘‘family could not be divided,’’ Baranski 
told Wallenberg’s biographer: ‘‘So, if there was one 


Catholic spouse, for example, only one baptismal 
certificate was necessary. However, to cover the entire 
family, individual protection passes were needed 
stipulating that the family was under papal protection.” 

Most of those with baptismal certificates remained 
Jewish, Baranski added. 


“Tt is a disservice and distortion of history to say that 
the pope did nothing,’’ Baranski said, adding that plays 
like Rolf Hocchuths’s The Deputy, portraying Pope Pius 
XII as neglecting the plight of the Jews, are untruthful. 
‘““The agreement of the protected houses was between the 
pope and the Nazis,’’ he said. ‘“‘What Angelo Rotta did 
and what I followed through to save Jews is to the credit of 
the pope. If the pope had spoken out, would the godless 
Nazis have listened?”’ 


‘““T MYSELF HAD seen correspondence to the nuncio 


from the pope himself, as well as from other offices of the _ 


Vatican,’’ Baranski told Rosenfeld. ‘‘I saw handwritten 
letters from the pope to the nuncio instructing him to do 
everything in his power to help the persecuted Jews. This 
included food, shelter, and protection. There were other 
letters from the pope that gave no detailed instructions 
but just general hints about aiding the persecuted Jews.’’ 


The documents released in 1980 support Baranski, On 
Oct. 21, 1944, Cardinal Domenico Tardini, head of the 
Vatican Congregation for Extraordinary Ecclesiastical 
Affairs, telegrammed Archbishop Rotta that the pope was 
relying on him to protect the persecuted Jews. ‘The Holy 
See relies upon your constant action, Your Excellency, 
and upon the episcopate for every possible protection for 
the persecuted,’’ Cardinal Tardini said.

Cardinal Cody is dead at 74

PERHAPS HIS GREATEST moment was when he 
welcomed Pope John Paul II to Chicago in 1979; he was 
made a cardinal in 1967 and had participated in the 
elections of both John Pauls. 


He was a generous man to anyone who needed help, 
and as controversial as he was at times, he would never 
punish a priest who disagreed with him, and even 
appointed some of his severest critics to choice pastorates. 

In January, 1976, Cardinal Cody issued a report on the 
Church in the Chicago archdiocese during the previous 
10 years. The report listed the establishment of a priests’ 
senate, a clergy personnel board, a center for pastoral 
ministry, an office for divine worhsip, an office for goal 
setting, a priests’ pension plan, an office for Religious, an 
office for conciliation and arbitration, an office for 
planning and research, a permanent diaconate program, 
an office for the laity, an office for pro-life activities, an 
archdiocesan association of the deaf, a campus ministry 


office, a communications department and the Catholic 
Television Network of Chicago.

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Catholicism and romanticism

NEW YORK (NC) — Graham Greene has been very 
much in the news lately. At 77 the famous author, long a 
resident of France, has thrown down the gauntlet to Le 
Milieu, the organized crime syndicate based in Nice 
which controls the rackets on France’s Mediterranean 
coast, one of the world’s most renowned resort areas. 


The creator of such entertaining villains as The Third 
Man’s Harry Lime, and Pinkie, the razor-wielding young 
hoodlum whose habitat was a quite different resort area, 
the Brighton of Brighton Rock, Greene is now taking aim at 
a man whom he claims is a quite real villain, a flashy real 
estate dealer named Daniel, deeply involved, Greene 
charges, with the underworld. 


CORROBORATING Simone Weil’s famous 
observation that fictional evil is attractive but actual evil is 
repulsive, Greene apparently finds nothing at all 
entertaining about Daniel. Characteristically, his 
motivation is not some abstract desire to put an end to 
corruption but is based, rather, upon something quite 
human and particular. 


Greene was drawn into this conflict when the daughter 
of some close friends, a beautiful young woman 
unfortunate enough to have married Daniel, was 
victimized by a grossly unfair divorce settlement that cost 
her the custody of her daughter. 

Some preliminary efforts of Greene — as a gesture he 
attempted to return his French Legion of Honor — 
resulted in a special investigation that brought about the 
removal of a judge, but that did not satisfy him, and he is 
at work on a pamphlet with the admittedly unoriginal title 
J Accuse. 


IV’VE ALWAYS HAD THE greatest admiration for 
Greene, both as a man and as a writer. I’welve years ago 
he took the trouble to write an appreciative letter to a 
friend of mine, a brilliant South African novelist named 
John McIntosh who was dying of cancer at the age of 40. I 
had sent Greene a copy of John’s last novel, The Stonefish, 
and explained the circumstances. 


But even without this personal tie to Greene, I would 
have been thrilled at hearing about his seemingly 
Quixotic assault on the Mafia of southern France. Greene 
stands to my generation much as G.K. Chesterton stood 
to an earlier generation of Catholics. They are, of course, 
as different as two men sharing a nationality, a 
profession, and a faith could possibly be.

A CIA technician (John Savage) forces the agency to

Directed in uninspired fashion by Charles Jarrott and 
written by Robert Littell and Diana Maddox from a novel 
by Littell, this effort is an implausible, altogether 
mediocre movie.

Sean Connery stars as a globe-trotting television news 
personality who finds himself in the middle of a three- or 
perhaps four-or-five-cornered struggle among an 
American president bent on re-election (George 
Grizzard), his rival (Leslie Nielsen), and Arab terrorists 
and perhaps some other interested parties over the 
possession of two suitcases containing nuclear bombs. 
Richard. Brooks wrote, produced and directed this 
muddled, frenetic movie which is apparently intended as 
black comedy with a message. The intelligence and sense 
of humor essential to satire are in short supply. Because of 
some incidents involving graphic violence, the U.S. 
Catholic Conference has classified it A-III, adults. The 
Motion Picture Association of America has rated it R, 
restricted. 
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Chesterton was very much taken up with ideas, even in 
his. fiction, very clear-cut, well-defined ideas and 
principles, and there was a strong polemical cast to his 
writing. 


Greene’s novels and essays, on the other hand, are not 
in the least polemical. (J’Accuse will therefore be quite a 
departure.) And intellectual though he is, his novels, with 
all their marvelous style and unique evocation of place 
and mood, are about people who, like most of us, act and 
believe in accordance with how they feel rather than how 
they think. I always remember Sarah, the heroine of The 
End of the Affair angrily defending, in her own mind at 
least, the devotional pictures in an Italian country church 
after her husband has dismissed them as crude and naive 
just as he had dismissed the ‘‘crude’’ theology of the 
Eucharist. 


BUT THERE IS ONE quality that I think Chesterton 
and Greene share: both are romantics. Greene’s 
romanticism is, of course, much different from 
Chesterton’s. It’s a bleak, unillusioned romanticism, one 
that — like the romanticism of the great Dickens — is 
fully aware of the vast evil that lurks beneath the 
muddled, banal surfaces of everyday life. 


I think that Catholicism, more than any other form of 
Christianity, has a tremendous attraction for romantics, 
(yes, even with our chanceries and our canon lawyers), 
because Catholicism is far less grudging in the credit it 
gives to our poor humanity. What could be more 
romantic than our saints? 


The loners, the outsiders of Greene’s fiction, the 
hunted men struggling with alienation and despair, 
always cling to something essential, something that they 
have never betrayed in themselves. And more often than 
not, it’s a woman, acting as a kind of vessel of grace, who 
breaks the hunted man’s isolation and motivates him to 
act in accordance with what is best in himself. 


THUS GREENE’S HIT MAN Raven, trying to 
expiate the wrong he has done, sacrifices his life by 
turning his gun against the villainous munition maker in 
This Gun for Hire. The Whiskey Priest of The Power and the 
Glory remains faithful despite his weaknesses and his sins. 
Faithful also are the jailed outcasts who keep secret the 
Whiskey Priest’s casually confided identity even though 
betraying him would probably gain any one of them his 
freedom. 


Unlike other kinds of romantics, the Catholic romantic 
has to be optimistic, even if it’s an optimism that the 
world has a hard time grasping. And so I find it not in the 
least surprising — but nonetheless thrilling and inspiring 
— that Graham Greene is behaving just like Chesterton’s 
Don Juan of Austria in Lepanto. The last knight of Europe 
is indeed taking the harness from the wall. 


TV:shaping news

NEW YORK (NC) — Television news programs have 
become our major source of information about what’s 
going on in the world. Inviting us to consider how the 
news is shaped to fit the small screen is the third program 
in the eight-part Media Probes series, airing Wednesday, 
May 5, 8-8:30 p.m. on KPBS, Channel 15 in San Diego. 


Our very knowledgeable guide through the subject is 
TV’s first national anchorman, John Cameron Swayze, 
who started in the early 1950s when network news 
coverage consisted of nightly 15-minute newsreels. For 
Swayze, the biggest changes have been that TV now is the 
public’s main source of information and that news is 
broadcast all day long with periodic updates between 
major news shows. 


USING LOCAL TV news as its focus, the program 
concentrates on the competitive nature of the TV news 
beat. The only difference between news programs, 
Swayze points out, is in ‘“‘the package and not the 
content.’’ Or in the uncomplicated jargon of the news 
consultants who are paid lucrative fees to design eye- 
catching news formats, the-difference is not in “‘the guts’’ 
but in the ‘‘window-dressing.”’ 


When these consultants talk about news shows they use 
interior decorating terms like color, personality, texture, 
flow. Their concern has to do with shaping and styling the 
look of the show, not with improving the coverage of local 
news which viewers might conceivably think as being 
more important than the production values of the studio 
newsroom set. 


News: happens to be a vital part of the business of 
broadcasting because it provides up to 60 percent of a 
station’s profits these days. Consider that the gain of a 
single ratings point in a major market can add a million

dollars to a station’s profit. News has become big business 
and the competition for ratings does have influence on 
what stories are covered and how. 


LIKE THE OTHER programs in the series, this one 
makes no judgments or draws no conclusions. The aim of 
these programs is to provide an experience of how various 
parts of the mass media actually function and help the 
public become more aware of their influence. This one 
does a splendid job in showing how TV handles the news 
and suggests that all ‘‘the window-dressing’’ may be 
obscuring ‘‘the guts.”’ 


° The Letter, ABC, May 3 


Set in the British colony of Malaya just before the sun 
finally set on the Empire is this dramatization of The 
Letter, Somerset Maugham’s novel about the wages of sin, 
airing Monday, May 3, 9-11 p.m. on KGTV, Channel 
10 in San Diego. For those unfamiliar with the classic 
1940 movie version starring Bette Davis, the plot 
concerns an unfaithful wife who murders her lover when 
he rejects her. Although acquitted after destroying an 
indiscreet letter proving her guilt, it becomes impossible 
for her to keep up the pretense of innocence. Lee Remick 
plays the willful wife who engages in affairs out of 
boredom and loneliness, hating life on the old plantation 
and resenting her inoffensive husband for bringing her 
there. Ms. Remick’s performance softens the hypocrisy of 
the character by portraying her as an empty-headed 
romantic, emphasizing the role as being more victim than 
victimizer.

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Two sailors face dilemma: 
now conscientious objectors

ORLANDO, Fla. (NC) — Two 
Catholics in the U.S. Navy lost rank and 
part of their pay April 23 because they 
refused- to obey orders after studying 
Catholic teaching on nuclear weapons 
and becoming conscientious objectors to 
their assigned duties. 


The two — Brian Jay Kokensparger 
and Paul B.H. Wheeler, both electronics 
technicians third class — had been 
charged with two counts of unauthorized 
leave and with disobeying orders and 
refusing to wear the Navy uniform. 


THEY AGREED TO transfer to 
different duties and wear their uniforms 
pending a separate decision on their 
request for a military discharge as 
conscientious objectors. 


Kokensparger and Wheeler were both 
reduced to the grade of E-3 Seaman and 
given half-pay for two months in a.non- 
judicial hearing April 23 at the Naval 
Training. Command in Orlando. They 
also were given two weeks of restriction to 
base, but that penalty had already been 
served between their arrest and the 
hearing. 3 

The two could have faced courts 
martial and more severe penalties for 
their actions, but they agreed to the non- 
judicial proceedings. 

KOKENSPARGER, FROM New 
Lexington, Ohio, and Wheeler, from San 
Bernardino, Calif., went AWOL from 
the Navy’s Nuclear Power School in 
Orlando March 23 after attending daily 
Mass during Lent and beginning to 
discuss with friends the meaning of the 
aims of their Navy education. 

They said they went AWOL because 
“*the only honest way to remove ourselves 
from the Nuclear Power School was to 
diswbey direct orders from our superiors, 


- which, although effective in removing us 


from NPS, was insufficient to remove us 
from the Navy.”’ 


While on unauthorized leave the two 
traveled to Kokensparger’s home area in 
the Diocese of Columbus, Ohio, ‘‘to clear 
all financial obligations as well as to 
obtain diocesan support if possible,’’ they 
said in a written statement they prepared 
April 6 before turning themselves in to 
Navy authorities the next day. 


ON APRIL 3 BOTH men visited 
Father Samuel E. Ritchey, a teacher at 
Fisher Catholic High School in 
Lancaster, Ohio, who has been active in 
draft counseling. 

‘‘They wanted to know the Church’s 
teaching in regard to nuclear arms,’’ the 
priest said. 


He said he based his answer to them on 
testimony on nuclear weapons by 


Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia 
before the U.S. Congress. 


“I TOLD THEM IT is immoral to 
use nuclear arms, immoral to threaten to 
use them, and morally neutral to possess 
them; that it is immoral to use them even 
if they are used on us first,’’ Father 
Ritchey said.: 

He said he also gave the sailors some 
official Church statements. 


‘They were very concerned about the 
formation of their conscience,”’ the priest 
said. He said that the information that he 
gave them ‘‘confirmed what they were 
pretty much already convinced of.’ 


THE SAILORS ENLISTED in the 
Navy more than a year ago and are in 
their early 20s. They said they did not 
know. Church teachings on nuclear 
weapons when they enlisted. 


After writing a statement explaining 
their reasons for~ disobeying orders, 
Kokensparger and Wheeler surrendered 
themselves to the Navy in Ohio early in 
Holy Week. They were returned to 
Orlando, and then sent to the brig in 
Jacksonville, Fla. 


‘‘The purpose of NPS is to provide 
certain hand-picked naval personnel with 
the knowledge necessary to operate 
shipboard reactor plants,’’ their 
statement said. ‘“These nuclear reactor 
plants are designed to provide the power 
needed for the transportation, support 
and rapid application of immensely 
destructive weapons systems. Our job 
within the Navy would have been to 
operate these nuclear reactors.’’ 

THEY SAID THAT they objected in 
conscience to U.S. nuclear policy 
because: 

e The weapons proliferated by this 
policy are designed to kill indiscriminate- 
ly; 


¢ This policy is a form of inter-. 


national terrorism; 


e¢ The volatile and irreversible nature 
of the arms buildup resulting from this 
policy has become uncontrollable, 
consuming vast quantities of resources 
which leave vital needs of humanity 
unsatisfied. 


¢ Implementation of this policy has 
resulted in major developments in the 
areas of ‘‘first-strike’’? and ‘‘limited 
exchange’’ armaments to meet every 
conceivable circumstance.”’ 


As U.S. Navy members they were 
“‘faced with a moral obligation in direct 
opposition to our assumed constitutional 
obligation,’’ they said. 

They said they hoped their protest 
would help ‘‘prevent others from acting 
out of ignorance on extremely important 
matters such as this one.’’

Dying priest forgives his killer 


ROME (NC) — A Passionist priest 
fatally wounded in the streets of Rome 
April 24 forgave his killer with his last 
words. 

“‘T forgive everyone, even the one wha 
attacked me,’’ said Father Flavio Di 
Bernardo, who would have been 50 years 
old on May 8, before being wheeled into 
the operating room at San Giovanni 
Hospital in Rome. 

The priest, a theology professor at the 
Pontifical Antonian University in Rome 
never recovered from the three-hour 
operation. 

Father Di Bernardo had been wounded 
eight hours earlier in the abdomen, 
thorax, right leg and left forearm by a 
man who pulled out a switchblade knife as 
the priest was walking from the university 


nd 


to the Passionist monastery of SS. Peter 
and Paul. 

Police arrested Claudio D’Ambrosi, a 
40-year-old former mental patient, 
several minutes after the attack. He was 
being held at Rome’s Regina Coeli 
Prison on charges of voluntary homicide. 

D’ Ambrosi, who had been hospitalized 
several times for treatment of nervous 
exhaustion, told police: ‘‘I had to punish 
someone. I felt the need to kill. It was 
either kill myself or kill someone else. I 
chose a priest because at least he didn’t 
have a family.’’ 

Father Di Bernardo, who also taught 
church history for six months each year in 
Fano, Italy, was scheduled to be buried 
April 27 in Terano, Italy, about 80 miles 
northeast of Rome.

Tuition credits constitutional? 


Now that President Reagan has 
unveiled his proposal for tuition tax 
credits, the arguments over their consti- 
tutionality have begun again. Opponents 
say the plan is most certainly uncon- 
stitutional. Supporters counter that the 
credits should survive court challenges. 


Such arguments, for the most part, are 
merely academic, since only the courts 
themselves can determine whether a 
particular piece of legislation passes the 
test of constitutionality. But that does not 
stop the debate over how the courts 
should rule on the issue. 


IN DEBATING the constitutionality 
of tuition tax credits opponents invariably 
point to a 1973 Supreme Court decision 
striking down a New York state tuition 
reimbursement and tax relief plan for 
parents of non-public school children. 
That program and current proposals for 
tuition tax credits are so similar, critics 
contend, that the court would have to 
engage in legal gymnastics to uphold a 
new proposal. 

But tax credit supporters are just as 
quick to point out what they see as the 
differences between the current plan and 
the New York program. They also cite 
court cases from other states, most 
notably a Minnesota tuition tax 
deduction plan enacted in 1955 that so tar 
has survived various court challenges. 


In the New York case, known as 
Committee for Public Education vs. 
Nyquist, the Supreme Court said the 
state program was unconstitutional 
because both the tuition reimbursement 
plan and the tax relief plan had the 
impermissible effect of advancing the 
sectarian activities of religious schools. 
Under the plan, low income parents could 
be reimbursed for a portion of their 
tuition payments while other parents, 
before computing their state taxes, could 


subtract from their adjusted gross 
incomes a portion of their tuition 
payinents. 


WHILE ACKNOWLEDGING that 
the credits went to parents rather than the 
schools, the court differentiated the 
tuition tax credit from. other 
reimbursement schemes — such as for 
school transportation or textbooks — that 
have been upheld by the court. While 
reimbursements for bus fare have no 
religious value and are analogous to the 
provision of police and fire protection, the 
court said, tuition grants or deductions 
have no built-in separation of religious 
and non-religious functions. 
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supporters think they can make the case 
for a Supreme Court decision that would 
uphold the Reagan plan. 


One difference is the make-up of the 
schools to which the parents send their 
children. While in the New York case the 
schools were almost all affiliated with 
various churches, credit supporters say 
that perhaps as many as one-sixth of the 
schools to which parents could send their 
children under the Reagan plan are non- 
sectarian, thus exploding the myth that 
the tax credits would only benefit 
religion. 


ANOTHER ARGUMENT by tax 
credit supporters is that in cases since 
Nyquist the Supreme Court has taken a 
less rigorous view of the effect of 
programs for parents or students who 
happen to be attending non-public 
schools. The court in recent years has 
acknowledged that while there may be 
“incidental’’ benefits to religion in some 
aid programs, the mere existence of such 
minor benefits is not enough in and of 
itself to force a declaration of unconstitu- 
tionality. 

The 27-year-old Minnesota tuition tax 
deduction program also has provided 
hope to credit supporters. Just last year a 
federal judge upheld the deductions since, 
he said, they were religiously neutral and 
available to all parents with dependents in 
elementary and secondary schools. 


But there still are a number of 
unanswered questions in the 
constitutional debate surrounding tuition 
tax credits. 


FOR ONE, will the elimination of a 
“‘refundability’’ provision in the Reagan 
plan make it more likely to survive legal 
challenges? The plan might have been less 
defensible on constitutional grounds if 
direct cash payments to parents were 
included for non-taxpaying families. 


Secondly, will the court draw a 
distinction between a tuition tax 
deduction, such as in the Minnesota plan, 
and-a tuition tax credit? A deduction 
merely reduces one’s adjusted gross 
income before computing taxes, while a 
credit is a dollar-for-dollar reduction > 
the actual tax. 


And finally, will any votes shift sn ‘hie 


Supreme Court if and when tuitiin tax 
credits arrive there? In the 197% case 
three justices — Burger, White and 
Rehnquist — voted against the majority .

Parents paid, but court excludes

CUMBERLAND, Md. (NU) — A 
Maryland Court of Special Appeals’ has 
decided that students at a Catholic high 
school can be excluded from county band 
competitions. 

The appeals court ruled that Allegany 
County Circuit Court Judge James Getty 
was correct last May in upholding the 
county school board’s exclusion of 


students at Bishop Walsh High School in 
Cumberland from participating in public 
school programs. 


THE CONTROVERSY dates back to 


1980 when Walsh students, after 
auditioning for and winning seats on the 
all-county band for several years, were 
denied auditions by county school super- 
intendent Wayne Hill. A subsequent 


school board vote backed that decision 
and prompted a lawsuit by the Walsh 
students’ parents who claimed that their 
children were being denied constitutional 
rights to religious freedom. 

The parents contended specifically that 
their children did not have to give up the 
right to participate in public school 


programs paid for by their parents’ taxes 
merely because thev attend a non-public 
school. 

Judge Charles Awdry Thompson, who 
wrote the appellate panel’s opinion, said 
the court’s ruling does not infringe upon 
the Walsh students’ freedom of religion 
but ‘‘merely prevents a child from 
reaping the benefits of a public school 
activity once the constitutional right to 
private education is exercised.’’ 


The judge suggested that, if the lower 
court’s decision were reversed, a private 
school without a good chemistry teacher, 
for example, could ‘‘transport the entire 
student body to a nearby public school for 
their chemistry education. The potential 
for administrative disruption is obviotw. 


DOMINICAN FATHER Kieren 
Fergus, a campus minister at Frostburg 
State College, a musician and a close 
observer of the school band controversy, 
called the court’s reasoning ‘‘asinine.’’ 

“The principle underlying their 
opinion is absolutely obnoxious,’’ Father 
Fergus said, “‘because it restricts public 
education to those enrolled in public 
schools. That is absolutely 
discriminatory.”’

‘HIGH LEVEL’ — Archbishop John 
Roach of St. Paul-Minneapolis, president 
of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, urged Catholics to keep their 
opposition to the arms race at a “‘high 
level of visibility,’’ but in answer to a 
question, said civil disobedience ‘‘is not 
my style.’’

Algunos dijeron que oraban en su casa, 
iban a la parroquia catdlica a recibir los 
sacramentos, mandaban a sus hijos a la 
escuela de domingo luterana, y luego iban 
a estudiar la biblia en el centro bautista 
del barrio. Tratar de ponerles una eti- 
queta denominacional a estas personas es 
dificil, por decir poco. 


Sin embargo, la evidencia de la 
religiosidad esta alli. Para el noventa por 
ciento del pueblo de habla espafiola, de 
acuerdo al estudio de Gallup, la religién 
es ‘‘muy importante.’’ Mads no es 
necesariamente la misma clase de religién 
que conoce el grueso de la poblacién 
americana.

Mas importante, la iglesia principal es 
el hogar. Alli el nifio aprende acerca de 
Un reciente Con- 
‘greso de Evangelizacién patrocinado por 
la Didcesis de El Paso hizo notar esto en 
su tema: ‘‘La Iglesia Doméstica.’’ La 
organizacién Gallup notd en un estudio 
de las actitudes hispdnicas acerca de la 
religidn, que los padres y parientes son 
llamados a resolver problemas antes que 
el clero. 


Una ojeada a la historia puede explicar 
esto. Por ejemplo, los mexicoamericanos 
emperazon su historia religiosa.en 1531 
cuando Juan Diego reportéd la aparicién 
de Nuestra Sefora de la Guadalupe 
afuera de la Ciudad de México. Hispanos 
del Caribe acuden de la misma manera a 
Nuestra Sefora de la Caridad del Cobre, 
quien de acuerdo a_la tradicidn salvé a 
una nave desorientada cuando un esclavo 
negro (‘‘el mas necesitado de sus hijos’’) 
le pidid auxilio, Ambas son rafagas de fe 


surgidas de los mas pobres de otra época, 


ininteligibles en nuestro dia. 


Desde el rayo de fe inicial de hace anos 
hasta el Este se Los Angeles, Brooklyn, la 
fe ha seguido viva, a pesar de los pocos 
sacerdotes hispanos, las pocas iglesias 
orientadas a la experiencia cultural del 
hispano, y — sdlo aparentemente — 


pocos fieles. La tradicidn ha seguido 
alrededor del altarcito. 

Poco a poco empiezan a wraer a sus 
bebés a la parroquia en lugar de 


bautizarlos en casa, como lo hacian los | 


abuelitos en la isla carente de sacerdotes.
